DYNAMITE CHARGE 
FOR MAYOR GAYNOR

Found Under 
Office Window. 


Enough Explosive 


Gaynor’s

charge of dynamite, three whole 10- 
inch sticks and two halves with a 
fuse and detonator, was discovered 
this afternoon near Mayor Gaynor’s 
office window in the city hall. The 
bureau of combustibles found that the 
explosive was 40 per cent dynamite, 
the regulation blasting proportion, 
and the amewdht found would, if ex- 
ploded, have wrecked the city hall. 

The mayor was in his office when 
the dynamite was 4iscovered by a 
citizen . passing through City Hall 
park. Mr. Gaynor evinced little i{n- 
terest when told of the explosive’s 
proximity and remained apparently 
undisturbed at his desk while police 
officerg hurriedly drew a cordon about 
the dynamite to keep back an excited 
crowd.

No Statement From Gaynor. 

Mrnt Gaynor frequently redeives 
threatening letters, but tonight he 
would make no statement regarding 
the possible connection between any 
previous threat by mall and the dyna- 
mite of today. It is just three years 
ago this month that he was shot in 
the neck by a so-called crank and so 
badly wounded that for several days 
it was feared he would dle. 

The dynamite found today lay on a 
basement door in a concrete moat or 
area-way within 60 feet of the mayor's 
window. 

The explosive 
lattice formation with the 
pieces on top. A partly burned 4- 
inch fuse,made of gun powder tightly 
rolled in a paper cylinder, led to a de- 
tonating cap on one of the half sticks. 

Close to the explosive was a piece 
of Chinese punk and several partly 
burned matches. The dynamite and 
fuse were wrapped in a piece of heavy 
cambric secured by red and blue 
twine. The cloth was blue with red 
and white figures and resembled the 
fillets worn by Italian women of the 
working class. 

How Explosion Was Prevented. 

Experts of the bureau of combus- 
tibles state that the only thing 
which prevented a disastrous explo- 
sion was the presence of a strip of 
cotton wool wound so tightly about 
the base of the fuse that a spark 
could not reach the detonator. An 
edge of one dynamite stick was 
slightly scorched. 

The investigators do not attach 
much importance to the finding of 
half-burned matches and a partly con- 
sumed cigar near the explosive. Hun- 
dreds of smoKers pass the area-way 
during the noon hour and some of 
them occasionally throw dead matches

JUDGE JOHN A. COBB 
ON THE NEGRO PROBLEM 


By Martin V. Calvin. 

At the annual convention of the Georgia 
State Agricultural Society receritly held at 
Cuthbert, Judge John A. Cobb, of Sumter, 
son of Howell Cobb, read a very interesting 
paper on “The Negro Problem.” 

The arguments advanced were forcefully 
presented, and made a deep impression on 
the convention. 

Judge Cobb manifested independence of 
thought as became one who, from lifetime 
association with the negroes, is perfectly 
familiar with their character, and cherishes 
for the race a kindly feeling. He discussed 
the negro as an inferior race, intended by 
the Creator to be a “hewer of wood and 
drawer of water.” He argued that, in all 
our relations with the negro, we should 
make him understand and recognize the fact 
that this is a white man’s country; that 
his presence here was brought about by 
agencies for which we aré in nowise re- 
sponsible, but, so long as he properly con- 
ducts himself, we will guarantee to him the 
rights to which he is/justly entitled. 

Dependent as wé are on agriculture 
support, maintenance and prosperity, we re- 
quire reliable labor in order to win success. 
The negro ig here—known to us, and we 
are known/’to him. For our purposes, he 
is the best available laborer. 

“Are we pursuing a proper course to keep 
this labor satisfied and to make it efficient 
and reliable?’ 

Judge Cobb argued that, in meeting 
situation presented by the question 
pounded, a heavier responsibility rests upon 
us than on the negro. He is to us “as clay 
in the hands of the potter.” It is our duty 
to so shape his course that he will prove 
to be a reliable laborer. 

Judge Cobb declared that we 
ant of the fact that naturally the 
is not malicious or revengeful, but he is 
easily influenced.

The “Sherlock Holmes” stories present a 
mastér-work in the writing of this sort of 
fiction and they may be looked upon as 
starting an interest in literature of this 
character. Previous to their appearance the 
detective story was only of rare occurrence, 
but sinee then writers of all character have 
tried to follow them, sometimes with suc- 
but more often with failure.

Some years ago Brander Mat- 
thews, in a lecture on Edgar Allan Poe, said 
that so far as he knew Voltaire’s story of

To Find Land Areas. 
The Engineering News.) 

Louis V. Mathey, Spot, Tenn., writes us 
that he has for thirty-four years been ob- 
taining land areas by the simple process of 
accurately plotting the survey to scale on 
good paper, then cutting away the paper 
outside of the boundry with ‘a sharp knife 
and weighing the folded plot of the tract 
on a chemist’s or jeweier’s scale accurately 
to 1-64 grain. He sends us a sample map 
of a tract of 16,651 acres, plotted on a scale 
of 80 rods to the inch, on aygsheet of 18 by 
24-inch paper, which weighed 42 8-32 grains. 
While the plan might serve as a rough 
theck on computations, the limit of error 
and trimming, as well as in 
weighing, would make the scheme only ap- 
plicable where land is of very low value

SAVINGS BANK TO PAY 
DIVIDEND IN SEPTEMBER 


L. F. McClelland, receiver of the City 
Savings bank, which closed its doors 
on March 31, stated yesterday that the 
depositers will be paid 30 or 40 per 
cent of their money in September, and 
if the court permits the sale of 62,000 
in notes the depvsitors will be paid in 
full at once. 

According to Receiver McClelland the 
bank had about $57,000 In deposits 
when he took charge, May 27.
